FUTURE, AND WOULD INDICATE WHETHER APPLICANTS ASSIGNED TO OBSERVER 
MISSION OR ATTENDING UNGA. THEY CLAIMED NOT TO KNOW HOW MANY 
APPLICATIONS WILL BE SUBMITTED. 

2. KOREANS INQUIRED ABOUT POSSIBILITY OF MULTIPLE-ENTRY VISA 

FOR UNNAMED OFFICIAL WHO WOULD TRAVEL FREQUENTLY BETWEEN NEW YORK 
AND MOSCOW (NOT PYONGYANG). AMEMBASSY CONSOFF CITED PARA 3 REFTEL. 

HE VOLUNTEERED THAT HE PERSONALLY DOUBTED VERY MUCH THAT USG WOULD 
ISSUE MILTIPLE-ENTRY VISA TO DPRK OFFICIAL, BUT QUESTION MUST BE 
RAISED BY DPRK OBSERVER MISSION WITH USUN IN ANY CASE. AMEMBASSY 
CONSOFF NOTED THAT SOVIETS AND MONGOLIANS RECEIVE ONLY SINGLE- 
ENTRY VISAS TO UN. 

3. KIM CHANG GUK, WHO SPEAKS FLUENT ENGLISH, ACKNOWLEDGED THAT HE 
HOPES TO BE ASSIGNED TO UN. IN DEALING WITH THIS EMBASSY
